I believe that these 
claim errors arose as a result of a combination of my lack of 
expertise in the legal interpretation of claims and my reliance 
on the original working attorney to appreciate the full scope 

of the invention. 

4. I understand that the new claims in this reissue 
application are broadened in certain aspects to correct such 
inoperativeness, while maintaining the origin! claima without 
change so a. to obtain the scope of the new broadened claim, 
while retaining the scope of the original claims. 

5. The claiming errors, generally referenced in < 3 end 
specifically identified in 1 9, occurred without any deceptive 

intention on my part- 

6. 1 acknowledge my duty to discloee to the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office all information known to me to be material 
to patentability as defined in 37 C.F.m. S 1.56. 

7. I first learned of claiming errore, which make the 
<978 patent partly inoperative, in C^ober-«ovember 1995 in 
response to a request that I review the patent. 

8. in supporting the preparation of the application for 
the '978 patent, I recollect having read the description in the 
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specification, for technical accuracy and completeness of the 
diaclosure and having reviewed the claims as filad for the '978 
patent. I recollect having made suggestions for the claiae, 
but ultimately relied on the judgment of the working attorney 
in the choice of claia language which would properly define the 
notes and bounds of the invention. 

9. The following are specifically identified as claiming 

errors i 

A. All of the original '»78 patent claiaa are directed 
to a packet-baaed telecomaunicatione network as a whole. 

I believe broadened elaims for the invention as applied 
either at a sending node or a destination node are justified by 
the invention of the '978 patent. 

Hew claims 11, 13-15, 19, and 24-27 are broadened to 
recite only a source node apparatus or method. Sew claias 12, 
16-18, 20, and 28 are broadened to recite only a deatinetiou 
node apparatus or method. 

B. Bone of the original '978 patent claims are broadly 
directed to the invention apparatus and/cr method in 
correspondence to broad aspects of the text in the Summary of 
the invention of the '978 patent. 

The invention is summarised, in part, in column 3, lines 
52-67 of the original '978 patent, ae follows « 

In accordance with the present invention, the 
number of bita required to ™P*^|* *** 
number of network clock cycles within that 
SSTinterval is substantially reduced.

while broadened in other aspects, recite or correspond to a 
aodular counting value of 16. Mew claim 32 depend, from 
broadened clai« 29 and recites the carryover feature.
